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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Thomas Fairhall on September 19, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 7, line 1, please insert -of claim 1 — after "biosensor". 
In claim 10, line 3, please insert a period, — . — after "defect". 
In claim 15, line 7, please delete "comprise". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not disclose or reasonably suggest a photonic crystal sensor comprising a defect wherein the 
regular repeating pattern of said raised portion separated by adjacent voids is modified such that 
at the defect said material having a relatively high index of refraction nl occupies the space of 
one or more voids. Grot et al. discloses a photonic crystal sensor comprising a defect, however, 
the defect of Grot et al. is a hole, and not a region occupied by said material having a relatively 
high index of refraction nl . Furthermore, modifying the defect of Grot et al. to be occupied by 
said material of relatively high refractive index would destroy the principle of operation of Grot 
et al. since Grot et al. utilizes the defect or hole to receive a volume of material to be sensed. 
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Therefore, there is no suggestion in the prior art of record to occupy the void of Grot et al. with 
said material having a relatively high index of refraction nl .
